BIG FIRE AT DALLAS. 


Great Conflagration In the Oak 
Cliff Section. 
Dallas. April 5.—A fire which had its 
Inception in the Briggs’ Sanitarium, de­ 
stroying that building, fanned by a 
strong wind, raged over four hours 
Saturday afternoon and night in the 
Wast Oak Cliff section of Dallas, and 
*ban the flames were finally under 
ssntrol it was found 
that 
fourteen 
residence blocks bad been consumed, 
domprising over sixty houses, and a 
loss estimated at nearly $400,000 sus­ 
tained. 
People were panic stricken and few 
■ade efforts to save household goods. 
The Briggs Sanitarium and contents 
were valued at $75,000. 
The burned section is in the ex­ 
treme western edge of Oak Clfff and 
more than a mile from the fire sta­ 
tion in that portion of Dallas. 
The 
various stations in Dallas are all the 
way from two to live miles away from 
it. 
Iii addition, the section has been 
recently built up and is equipped prin­ 
cipally with two-inch wate r mains. It 
Was impossible' to get any pressure, 
best of pressure would have been of 
any avail against the high wind that 
was then prevailing.

Lunks which have not been in exist­ 
e n t- a year shall, during the first year 
of the operation of this law, p a y ‘into 
the guarantee fund a sum equal to 3 
per cent of their capital and surplus, 
which sum shall be held until the bank 
has been in existence a year, when its 
contribution to the guarantee 
fund 
shall be adjusted upon the basis of its 
deposits, as is provided in the case of 
the older banks. 
The initial contribu­ 
tion ot new7 banks will increase pro­ 
gs ^'ssivelv each year at the1 rate of 
three-fourths of I per cent until a max­ 
imum of is per cent of capital and sur­ 
plus has been reached. 


Fund S ubject to D raft. 
The money contributed to the guar­ 
antee land will remain on deposit in 
tile several banks contributing it, sub­ 
ject to draft of the commissioner of 
hanking in case it is needed. If a bank 
tails or suspends the fund will 
be 
drawn upon to pay the depositors. 
In 
the event the fund should not be suf­ 
ficient to pay all depositors, then cer­ 
tificates tor the excess will be issued 
by the commissioner. 
These will con- 
st.il ate a first lien against the guaran­ 
tee fund 
Further Assessments. 
Additional 
assessments 
may 
be 
.evied against the banks, but these 
may not exceed 2 per cent in any one 
year. 
I he guarantee feature applies only 
to 
non-interest-bearing 
deposits, but 
he DL: provides tor savings depart­ 
ments of state banks, which shall be 
kept separate from other departments 
(ii said banks. 
The limitations as to 
investments, etc., are similar to those 
of the New York law and the funds 
and securities oi savings departments 
arc to be exempt from other debts of 
these banks. 


Am ends Present Law. 
The bill amends the existing bank­ 
ing law in many particulars respect­ 
ing supervision, capitalization, etc. An 
int poi tam change is that which per­ 
mits the loaning of 90 per cent of cap­ 
ita!, instead of 75 per cent, 
as 
the 
existing law provides. 
It is provided that banks of $10,- 
' DU capital may be organized in towns 
of 750 inhabitants: $25,000 in towns of 
750 to 3,(»00; $50,000 to $60,000 
and 
$100,GUO in towns of over 6,000. 
in 
these latter, however, banks of $50,000 
capital may be established 
not 
less 
than a mile distant from any chartered 
bank. 


Banks Hereafter Chartered. 
By amendments adopted it is pro­ 
vided that these limitations shall ap­ 
ply to banks hereafter chartered, and, 
furthermore, that in determining 
the 
amount of capital to be required the 
commissioner of insurance will 
pass 
upon evidence as to population. It was 
deemed inadvisable to rely upon 
the 
United States census because of the 
rapid growth of towns in Texas.

Senter-Hume Substitute Adopted. 
The Senter-Hume substitute for the 
Alexander bank deposit guaranty bill 
was adopted by the senate, 14 to IO. 
The Alexander bill provided for guar­ 
antee of deposits. 
It 
required 
the 
banks to pay in I per cent of their 
deposits the first year and one-fourth 
of I per cent annually thereafter until 
the fund shall reach $2,000,000. 
It 
provided that other than state banks 
may avail themselves of the guarantee 
provision. The Senter-Hume substitute 
bill provides that each hank shall give 
bond to secure the payment of deposi­ 
tors, in manner similar to that by 
which tax collectors secure The county 
and state. 
It does not contemplate 
immediate 
payment of depositors. The substitute 
has been elaborated in a great many 
particulars, but the essence of it is 
stated in the foregoing. 
Its require­ 
ments are compulsory 
as 
to 
state 
banks and it is provided that private 
and national banks may avail them­ 
selves of tho privileges.
